RADIO AND WAR NEWS 


IN a recent Maclean’s editorial, tlus blessings uf.tnwl- 

* ern science are presented, particularly in respect to 
broadcasting of European news. The article pointed out 
die dramatie effect of hearing Premier Chamberlain, Hit- 
lei and the many political interpreters at first hand and in¬ 
stantly'. The argument is that radio humanizes national 
cadi is, bringing them closer to the people. And the radio 
'rings to listeners all developments as they occur. 

But the fact of the radio is one element that makes 
another war incredibly horrible. It is doubtful if human 
.unitv could he maintained, with the insistent injection of 
the battlefields into.exery home. Those who remember 
ihe details of civilian life in the last war—even in such a 
remote country as Canada—will recall the daily apprehen¬ 
sive scanning of the published columns of killed, wounded 
or missing. Every day, day after day, for many families I 
there was no release from that unending tension and fear, j 
it is a debatable point, whether the anxiety of inaction and 
waiting was not in its way quite as terrible as the thrust 
and violence of those engaged in battle. 

Imagination shudders at the thought of the part that 
radio will probably play in the next war. Hour after hour, 
instead of day after day, the messages of horror and de¬ 
struction and death to our own, will pour forth.‘Commen¬ 
tator.- from the battlefront will paint pictures, vieing with 
each other, in dramatic detail. Nothing will be spared, and 
the civilian population that does not crack under the strain 
will lie steeped in blood letting. Little children also will 
•share in these stories of mass killing, and their minds can¬ 
not fail to be impressed by the glory of violence. Science 
has indeed opened new avenues which are capable of in¬ 
creasing human suffering to an unimaginable degree. 

Even now, before war is an actuality, quite a propor¬ 
tion of the public is doubtful that the press of the world 
is rendering a good service through its multiplicity of 
sources of information, and its constant headlining of 
provocative incidents. There are many who believe that 
the cont'nual baiting of Premier Chamberlain, the contin¬ 
ual outpourings qf high-powered correspondents from the 
various centres of Europe, are not in the interests of public 
stability or goodwill. The first reaction after the Munich 
conference was almost universal relief and gratitude. What 
has happened since then 7 Is the public now being prodded 
into confusion and combativeness purely on the ground 
of high patriotism air for reasons that do not appear on the 
-u'fnre. tie those tvlm pile up their case of “peace with¬ 
out honor.” the ones who are going to be in the trenches. 

All tlie-e dissentiog and provocative voices and views 
hi ating upon the people of the world, rouse grave doubts of 
llie blessings of modern science. 
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But vigilance is still necessary. It was stated at a recent j 
meeting that an oriler-in.-equ.ncil was passed last June, set¬ 
ting forth that after three days’ notice a company could 
move in on property without making settlement first. Im¬ 
mediately a deputation from the Land Owners’ Association 
went to Edmonton on this matter, and another order-in- 
'•ouniii! went into effect, requiring that if the parties con¬ 
cerned, could not reach agreement in settlement, the oil 
company must get permission of the Minister of Lands 
and Mines to go beforea judge, it compelled the judge to 
grant lease, rather than purchase of land if the owner si 
desired and denied right of entry till settlement bail been 
made. Recently, one company applied to the Minister of 
Lands and Mines for right of entry and got permission 
without first making settlement. So another deputation 
visited Edmonton to |H>i»t out the danger of such a preced¬ 
ent. The result was an agreement that the companies could 
not appeal to a judge unless the owner had refused the 
prevailing price of $500 per annum for 10 acres. 

In the majority of cases at the present time, the pol¬ 
icy of $500 for 10 gcres, with right to reduce to 4 acres af¬ 
ter production, is practised. Ranchers and farmers regard 
this as generally fair, and,in some instances there has been 
compensation given also for damaged crops. 

There are .still vexatious problems, sfmie of which are 
individual and some are general. But the Association has 
gone a long way in moderating conditions which threatened 
very seriously the security of ranch apd farm interests in 
the foothill area.

system of buying, as it proved much 
more economical to the unit. An open 
tender system is used in purchasing. 

Blanket insurance also brings an¬ 
other saving. In the engagement and 
retaining of teachers, the present set¬ 
up does not give opportunity to take 
up rural teaching and make a real job 
of it with desirable chances of ad¬ 
vancement. In a 75 school unit the 
placement and encouragement of 
teachers would be much more advan¬ 
tageous. Specialization in music, sport 
manual training and so on, would b-- 
more available to schools desirous of 
such sex-vice. 

Kural High Schools 
High school facilities are regarded 
as a great advantage and the inspec¬ 
tor suggested that what is wanted is 
not more high schools, but better 
schools. It might be possible to reach 
agreement with e^istiijg towns am 1 
villages to extend tho facilities to nir- 
al students. In respeet to housin'.', 
Mr. Wilson said that a dormitory sys¬ 
tem had worked out satisfactorily in 
many units. , 

Discussion—Questions 
Mr. Joe Hurst, chairman, then op¬ 
ened the meeting for discussion and 
questions. 

Q. What is the existing mill late in 
some of the units already established ? 
A. The mill rate in some northern ar¬ 
eas is as high as 15 mills, because the 
districts were very hard up, and stall¬ 
ed from nothing. They had also to al¬ 
low 25 c /c op failui-e to collect. At 
I'eace River the rate formerly was 11 
mills, and with 25% added to allow 
for non-collection, brought to 14 mills. 
But $12,000 back salary was owed to 
teachers when the unit started, almost 
all of which is now paid up. The an¬ 
swer to a mill rate, said Mr. Wilson, 
is—if you put in a board that gives 
the same service as you have today, it 
could be given at less cost. Increased 
mil! rate would result from establish¬ 
ing a reserve^building fund, failure to 
collect 100', . and in extended ser¬ 
vices. 

Does the unit assume back salaries 
of teachers? Yes. 

If a larger unit is formed, would 
it have been an advantage to have in¬ 
cluded South Turner oilfield? Answer 
—I am not sure that anything would 
have been gained. The rate of the T 
V. unit is 10 mills on rural property. 
12 on villages. A highly industrial¬ 
ized area requires great expenditure, 
but no guai-antee of permanence. It is 
perhaps better to stay with stabilized 
agriculture. 

Teachers’ Contracts 
How about teachers’ conti-acts? 
They run on and xannot be termin¬ 
ated till the end of June. After that 
a salary schedule may be arranged, 
with note taken of qualifications. 
There is likely to be double the super¬ 
vision prevailing hitherto on the part 
of the inspector. The teachers arc. 
engaged by the divisional board, but 
the local trustee board may nominate 
a desired teacher, and this advice i.- 
likely to bo taken. 

Rural High School Pupils 
Can existing high schoo^ within tlj. 
unit be compelled to accept or refuse 
students? There is nothing to com¬ 
pel a town to accept students, but 
towns feel it is to their advantage tc 
do so. As soon as it is shown that a 
classroom is established to provide ac 
commodation for rural students, the 
government grant rises to $.1.60 a da\ 
instead of the $2.70 now allowed for 
town high schools. > 

What tuition fees will the divisional 
board pay? It pays tuition up to and 
including Grade XI, and most units
